Hoan, Socialist, again has 
demon- 


strated In a primary election that he 
holds the confidence of the 
city's 


voters. 


Mayor Hoan yesterday polled 
a 


majority of more than 10,000 rotes 
over four competitors in the 
race 


for nomination as mayor. He defeat- 
ed his nearest rival, Alderman Jo- 
seoh P. Carney, non-partisan, more 
than two to one. 


Returns from all of the city's 388 


precincts gave Hoan 71,525 and Car- 
ney 35,803 ballots. 
The runner-up 


for the nomination, Philip Westfahl, 
non-partisan and register of deeds, 
trailed -with 22,435 
votes. 
Carroll 


Blair, Communist, and Otto Werk- 
meister, non-partisan, were 
badly 


beaten. 
Stirred by an intensive campaign 


waged by Hoan and Carney support- 
ers, the Milwaukee electorate cast 
approximately 130,000 ballots. This 
was the largest vote ever cast in a 
municipal primary. 


The favorable condition of the city 


treasury, showing a balance of avail- 
able cash at a time when other cities 
•were threatened with 
bankruptcy, 


recently attracted nationwide atten- 
tion and Hoan, in his 
whimsical 


campaign talks, made the most of 
it. He urged the voters to retain* the 
men who have kept Milwaukee out 
of debt and the electorate respond- 
ed by renominatingr him and aH oth- 
er principal officers of the city gov- 
ernment. 


"When his opponents emphasized 


increased taxes and cost of govern- 
ment, Hoan referred his audiences 
to the favorable balance in the trea- 
sury, cited huge expenditures 
for 


public improvements and relief, and 
pridefully remarked that Milwaukee 
ranks as one of the most law-abid- 
ing cities of the country. 


Thousands of Milwaukeeans who 


predicted, "You can't 
beat 
Dan 


Hoan," win have an opportunity to 
support him again in a 
final test 


against Carney in the April 5 elec- 
tion.

The Stuart-Chase 
plan for the 


stabilization of business, which pro- 
vides for a national economic coun- 
cil to control industry, was debated 
before Rotary club at Hotel North- 
ern Tuesday noon by teams from 
Lawrence college and St. JCorbert 
collese. 


The negative side, arguing against 


the adoption by the federal govern- 
ment of the plan, was presented by 
David Fulton and Marshall "Wiley. 
The St. Nbrbert team, made up of 
Robert "Wolf and James Lange, up- 
held the affirmative side. 


The national planning board sug- 


gested In. the Stuart Chase plan is 
to be composed of representatives 
of the operators of Industry, labor 
and government, and these are to be 
supplemented with a technical staff 
of industrial engineers and statistic- 
ians. The board is to be empowered 
to accomplish, two aims: to synchron- 
ize production to consumption and 
to maintain the buying power of the 
people. 


Favor Present System 


Tha Lawrence speakers maintained 


that the present competitive system 


is fundamentally sound, that its su- 
perficial faults can be remedied by 
specific remedial measures without 
affecting any radical change, and 
that the Stuart Chase plan is not on- 
ly unnecessary but dangerous to in- 
dustrial progress. Pointing to the 
achievements which have been ac- 
complished through 
individual en- 


terprise, they argued that individual 
competition is essential as a stimu- 
lating factor In any business^ and 
that government control is not prac- 
ticable. 
Speaking of the ineffici- 


ency of all government boards, they 
claimed that the present discrepan- 
cies in the business cycle can bet- 
ter be ironed out by the application 
of present laws and measures. 


The visiting team attributed the 


present chaotic economic condition 
to the planeless competitive system 
in force today, and held that a com- 
petitive system requires central con- 
troL They argued that a. national 
economic council such as the one 
suggested In the Stuart-Chase plan 
would eliminate waste and prohibit 
over-production such as that which 
confronts the world today.

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THE SWEDISH TYCOON 


An amazing financial career came 


to an abrupt and shocking end when 
Ivar Krueger committed suicide in 
Paris last Saturday. 


Swedish born, Krueger came to this 


country 30 years ago, just out o£ col- 
lege, but his business adventures here 
mirrored no promise 01 his future suc- 
cess. After indifferent luck in other 
parts of the world he returned to his 
homeland and organized the now fam- 
ous firm of Krueger & Toll, although 
he could have given it but little at the 
outset more valuable than the lessons 
of his failures. 


Through this firm, which was or- 


ganized originally as an investment 
company, Mr. Krueger controlled, at 
his death, over a thousand millions of 
dollars worth of property. For years 
his interests were limited to safety 
matches, and he secured a monopoly 
for his product in a great many coun- 
tries by granting loans to the govern- 
ments at times when it was difficult if 
not impossible for them to get money 
elsewhere. He made a loan of 125 mil- 
lion dollars to Germany and loans to 
Poland, Greece, Jugoslavia; Hungary, 
France, Rumania, Great Britain and 
several of the British dominions. 


But his restless soul looked out for 


other businesses to conquer. Acquir- 
ing telephone holdings he disposed of 
them to the International Telephone 
& Telegraph Corporation and secured 
a substantial interest in that world- 
wide company. Viewing iron as an- 
other fundamental product he secured 
a directing influence in the largest 
producers of iron ore in Europe. 


Pulp, paper and lumber, also rec- 


ognized as basic products, came under 
his restless dominion. Hundreds of 
thousands of horsepower in streams 
were harnessed with the plan of link- 
ing these Swedish waterpowers to the 
European mainland. Control of the 
gold mines in northern Europe was 
Mr. Krueger's latest venture. 


Personal direction of this staggering 


amount of assets in all these various 
industries was maintained almost ex- 
clusively by an original investment of 
about S23Q.OOO in the Krueger-Toll 
Company, which in turn owned the 
stocks in the subsidiaries and which 
obtained the money to buy them by 
its own bond and debenture issues and 
the confidence of the public in the 
genius with which its officers conduct- 
ed its affairs. 


All this has been done since 1908. 


And at fifty-two years of age Mr. 
Krueger found that life had no further 
attraction for him. 


Moralists may find here an oppor- 


tunity to speak of the greed that con- 
trols men's actions but if so they will 
miss their aim. Krueger never cared 
about money, gave little attention to 
wealth as such, avoided all publicity, 
apparently hated show and ostenta- 
tion. It wasn't love of money and per- 
haps it wasn't even love of power. It 
was the same driving force that makes 
the sculptor look at a rough block of 
stone with longing because he en- 
visages its finished condition. Krueger 
was a business artist and found his 
joy in life in doing things. And yet 
he made a colossal blunder. It was 
the same blunder made by so many 
who, after a period of great success, 
sink into failure. It has been made by 
statesmen, generals, kings, financiers. 
It is overcoafideace. It is misjudg- 
ment of one's strength and capacity. 
It is a mistaken notion and infatuation 
with the master strokes of victory. 


When a man acquires too much pow- 


er, from whatsoever source, he gets out 
of balance with the rest of the world. 
Nature seems to cry out in angry pro- 
test against such a centralization of 
property or power ir one man's hands. 
Neither the world nor any large part 
of it was created for one person's han- 
dling. In such a situation something 
must crack. It may be the man and 
it may be the pyramid he has erected. 


Often it is both.

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THE GERMAN PRIMARY 


The result in the recent presidential 


primary in Germany will serve as a 
pretty fair barometer of the sense and 
the stability of the German people. 


For the last eighteen years Germany 


has known practically nothing but war 
and woe. It has suffered more than 
any of the great nations of the earth. 
Its economic plight is desperate. Mil- 
lions of people feel the gnawings of a 
stomach with insufficient food every 
day. 


Were one to select some nation that 


might be more susceptible than anoth- 
er to the germs of Bolshevism it must 
always be the one that is shouldering 
the most cruel burden of privation and 
distress. 


Even in this situation only about one 


German in nine voted for communism 
and it is reasonable to suppose that a 
large number of those who did were 
not sincere in calling for any such con- 
dition but voted 
in pained protest 


against the black outlook which was 
their daily life. 


The conclusion may be drawn that 


the German people are of the steady 
and reliable character which the world 
has always considered them to be. But 
there is something deeper in their prob- 
lem and the solution of it than merely a 
born dependability and sound thinking. 


Germany is now reaping the advan- 


tages of education. It has for long 
been one of the leading nations of the 
world in reducing illiteracy to a-mini- 
mum. 
There will be sporadic out- 


breaks among student bodies that 
make people question the advantages 
of education when the only difficulty 
involved in the particular cases arises 
-from the inability of youth to always 
assimilate and correctly appraise the 
advantages of its opportunities. But 
people who are well schooled and. 
taught to do their own thinking sel- 
dom fly to extremes because they have 
learned that extremes, and particularly 
in a political movement, are as sensi- 
ble as a typhoid ridden invalid walk- 
ing out to breast a March blizzard. 


A RULER'S INFORMATION 
President Hoover is receiving con- 


tinual assurances from Republican po- 
litical leaders, who call upon him from 
every section of the country, that he 
"is stronger politically than ever be- 
fore." Realizing that he is quite cer- 
tain of the Republican nomination and 
those facing a crucial battle must put 
on a bold front however uneasy they 
feel at heart, seems to be the combin- 
ation that makes for this sort of state- 
ment. The desire for continued pat- 
ronage encourages such a report and 
determined men usually think that to 
make any other statement would evi- 
dence cowardice. 


It would be better had our rulers 


less difficulty in .getting at the truth. 


It isn't practical for the president 


to slip out of a side door of the White 
House, take up a strange name and 
walk the side roads as well as the main 
avenues of the country, to find out ex- 
actly what the people think of his ad- 
ministration, but such a practice would 
have its virtues. 


Rulers the world over, democratic 


as well as monarchlal, find much the 
same trouble in getting at the facts for 
they are besieged by the obsequious, 
the flatterers, those who say every- 
thing to please and that the world is 
all hunky-dory when the best advice 
might be to take to the cyclone cellar. 
If Mr. Hoover had that fine and deep 
sense of humor that comes to those 
who have mixed closely with their fel- 
lows he would be more likely to put 
an accurate appraisal upon such rose- 
ate reports.

Unfortunately the false I 
modesty of prudish folk about proper j 
examination and treatment of such j 
troubles has been not only recogniz- 
ed but too often shared by their 
physicians, with the_ inevitable re- 
sult that In too many Instances the 
diagnosis of the trouble has been a 
blind guess and the treatment ac- 
cordingly a quacklsh nit-or-miss^s- 
ture. 


The very few physicians who have 


had the courage to enter upon the 
practice of proctology as a specialty 
are somehow not so discernible as 
are the brass specialists in the pro- 
fession today. Sometimes I think 
these reputable specialists are just 
too modest about letting the public 
and even the general 
profession 


know •what they are doing. That 
sort of modesty comes 
perilously 


near being false modesty, prudery, 
and It is high time that the man on 
the street and perhaps his family 
physician were informed that the 
study of diseases of the 
rectum 


(proctology) is at least as worthy as 
the study of diseases of the genito- 
urinary organs 
(urology) or 
the 


study of disease* of the female re- 
productive system (genecology). 


If I were a young physician in 


general practice today I believe I 
should consider this specialty, proc- 
tology, the best field at present op- 
en for the man who wishes to spe- 
cialize. And if present professional 
attitudes prevailed I think I should 
venture to take a

step, as it were, and announce my j 
specialty by means of a suitable j 
card in the newspapers of my com-1 
munity.

Editor Post-Crescent—On March 


10th I received a copy of the Apple- 
ton Post-Crescent of February 25. la 
it I noted an article about the Farm- 
er's Union, proposing the dumping 
of all the milk in Wisconsin for one 
week—in order to raise prices. 


I would not be in favor of the de- 


struction of property in order to in- 
crease prices. However. I do believe 
that a Farmer's Union would be a 
great benefit to the dairy Industry. 
I believe it woukl be far superior to 
cooperative marketing. Cooperatrre 
marketing 
has 
been a 
failure 


throughout the United States, and I 
think it Is high time the 
farmer 


awakens to the fact. It Is true that 
the farmer should have something to 
•ay in regard to the price he re- 
ceires for his product, but I don't 
think it would be a good policy at 
this time, with several million peo- 
ple jobless—many of whom are sup- 
ported by charity—to increase the 
price on food products. 


The farmer may think that he is 


"hard hit" today when he receives 
10* cents a pound for cheese, but he 
can be thankful that he is still able 
to sell his product. If this "depres- 
sion" continues for any great length 
of time, conditions will become so 
bad that he will have to dump his 
miik, regardless of price, and wheth- 
er he wants to or not. 


This proves the theory that the 


law of supply and demand creates 
the price on all products. Any viola- 
tion of that law would be detriment- 
al to industry, as has been thorough- 
ly proven in the last few years. We 
all know what happened when the 
Federal Farm Board tried to stabil- 
ize the price of wheat. England the 
price of rubber, Brazil the pries of 
coffee, and "Wisconsin—to some-ex- 
tent—the price of cheese. The re- 
sult was that they ail suffered a. ter- 
rific loss; not only In cash value, but 
In loss of a market which never can 
be replaced. 


As a solution to this problem, I 


might suggest that we practice ec- 
onomy—first, at home, then In our 
government. We should elect men to 
office who will by deeds, not words, 
practice economy. Unjust laws and 
taxation are driving our great in- 
dustries out of "Wisconsin. I would 
suggest that we "clean house" in 
Madison. The time has come when 
we can no longer live on promises.

trade of the world can adjust it- 
self. What business cannot endure 
is sudden and arbitrary change in | 
its access to markets. Thus, while 
it Is undoubtedly true that under 
lower tariffs the volume of trade be 
greater and the world richer because 
of a laore efficient division of labor, 
the supreme necessity is not that 
tariffs should be low but that they 
should be stable. Now the devilish 
thing about the quota system is 
that it introduces a. radical instabil- 
ity Into all the international mar- 
kets. 
' A. government department, re- 
sponding: to no on© knows what con- 
siderations or what bind of hidden 
pressure, suddenly fixes the amount 
of a particular commodity which 
may be imported. Under this system- 
prices cease to regulate internation- 
al trade and In its place there is 
barter regulated by bureaucratic 
fiat. Since the quotas can be chang- 
ed almost without notice, or turned 
into embargoes mitigated by licens- 
es of exemption, the international 
market for goods is decisively con- 
trolled by the arbitrary action of 
officials. The mere existence of such 
power is in Itself destructive of all 
systematic. economic foresight; a 
power of this kind cannot be exer- 
cised intelligently since there is no 
Intelligent principle which can guide 
the officials In exercising it. The 
system must develop into gross fa- 
vorfsm and almost certainly Into 
corruption. Tariff legislation is . a. 
scandalous process in every country; 
but quota fixing by administrative f 
decree can hardly fail to be more; 
scandalous still.»" « »

MAKE Iff DEFICITS 


Curricula Consolidation and 


Budgets Trimmed, Presi- 
dents Report 


Chicago—OF)—Whafs the status 


of the smaller colleges these days? 


Presidents of several 
of these, 


here for a. meeting 
of the North 


Central Association 
of 
College*, 


answered this question today: 


To meet shrinkages 
IB incomes 


from endowments and 
fees, these 


schools have consolidated curricula, 
adding strength thereby; 
trimmed 


budgets and effected campus econ- 
omies; dropped a. few instructors, and 
made up losses in part-time students 
by increases in fun-time enrollments. 


The brunt of the hard times has 


been felt, these educators believe, 
and the colleges have bettered them- 
selves by their thorough appraisals 
of what they offer. 


The ease of Coe college, at Cedar 


Haplds, Iowa, 3s typical: 


Dr. K- 34. Gage, its president, said 


the college's assets, at book value, 
totalled $3.490,000. Two million dol- 
lars of thjg 
sum represents 
the 


book value of securities, the greater 
bulk of which are bonds. 


On this $2,000,000, the college re- 


alized an income- in 1931 of $78,000, 
$5,000 below what had 
been esti- 


mated. In addition, the income from 
student fees, mostly part-time, drop- 
ped 
$9,000; income from other 


• sources dropped about the same. 


In all, the Income was 
slashed 


about $24,000. The officials at Coe 
eut operating expenses about $22,- 
000. But the deficit for the year will 
run to $45,000. 


Hard to Meet Needs 


And here enters a trouble experi- 


enced by all the colleges: 


It is harder these days to «x> out 


among- the -wealthier alumni 
and 


raise enough to meet the deficits. 


The struggle at Coe college, said 


Dr. Gage, "is never to get In a posi- 
tion where we have to sacrifice our 
securities. It 
is perfectly obvious 


that our bonds and others, listed on 
our books at $2.000,000, would not 
bring that much 
at times on the 


tnarket."' 


At Coe, as In many other colleges 


In the west and northwest thousands 
of dollars are 
invested

farms. 


Drake, in t.hte respect, Is more for-

den picture it Is usually desirable 
to plac« tbe novelties and the un- 
familiar plants a little apart from 
the more familiar standbys whose 
qualities and combinations ar« al- 
ready 
famihar. 
"With 
novelties 


growing a little apart the garden- 
er gets a fair idea of their possi- 
bilities, and can decide whether he 
wants more of them the following 
year. 


Change Garden Each Tear 


Tbere ar& times, ol course, when 


one or more of the new plants tried 
experimentally will promise 
such 


satisfaction that the gardener will 
want to make them dominant favor- 
ites another year, and rearrange. 
perennials and annnuals to fit well 
with the new acquisitions. 


Therei are a few plants—Tlnrilag. 


for example—that stand transplant- 
ing •well, even when in bloom, and 
many others if they are growing in 
pots. If the seed plot or nursery 
row includes a few of these, or if 


the garden budget permits the par- 
chase of pot-crown greenhouse plant 
it Is sometimes possible to "point 
up" a, garden by introducing new 
and blooming plants that will add 
to the garden harmonies. 


Most gardeners know that some 


Plants—rhododendrons, laurel, araJ- 
eas. most orchids, etc.—prefer an 
acid sou. Others—the- sweet pea, and 
some of the lilies—are ttoae lovers 
and wiU not thrive In acid soil. Many 
rock garden plants have 
decided 


preferences and do not thrive unless 
the soU is exactly right. 


Many professional gardeners and 


botanists are able to advise in re- 
gard to many plants, and advice 
from seedsmen and dealers as well 
as from experienced neighbors is 
well worth consideration. But even 
the wisest mak« mistakes and near 
relatives in the plant world some- 
times have decided preferences in 
soU.

By studying 10 economic indica- 


tors", the 
economics 
department 


traced the trend of business in Wis- 
consin during the entire post-war 
period from 1919 to 1931. The study 
reveals that the Indexes of factory 
employment and payrolls in 
Wis- 


consin and in the coantry as a whole 
•were approximately the same, 
the , 


state maintaining a slightly lower j 
level but risaigr slightly above the 
United States from 1924 to 1926. 


Calling the index of electric pow- 


er an indicator of the volume of in- 
dustrial activity, the bulletin states 
that both Wisconsin and the United 
States indexes show a rapid growth 
in the use of electric power, 
and 


that in 19S1 the state electric pow- 
er production remained stable at a 
point slightly lower than that of the 
entire country. 


The value of building contracts 


since 1926 in Wisconsin has remain- 
ed above the United 
States index 


until 1930 when it receded rapidly, 
the survey reveals. 
It also shows 


that the value of bank debits in the 
state, based on checks drawn against 
personal accounts in Milwaukee, La- 
Crosse, 
Superior, Oshkosh, 
and 


Green Bay, was practically on a lev- 
el -with that of the entire country in 
1931.

"Wisconsin and the nation have de- 
clined at rractically the same rate; 
during the period 1913 to 1931 the 
general movements of farm prices 
in the state and nation were similar;

alone showed a favorable 
change 


from December, 1931 to 
January.

such as legumes and rye are the 
best substitute for manure, espe- 
cially where supplemented by the 
use of commercial fertilizers.
